jee as a souvenir country 
similar to other countries all 
over the world and millions of 
people are strongly opposed to 
homosexual activities. 

From religious, cultural to 
rigid constitutional laws people 
are severely punished including 
the death penalty if the antigay 
laws are violated. 

However, ordinary people 
continue to take the laws into 
their hands by attacking and 
abusing gays both verbally and 
physically. 

In the case of Jamaica, the 
island’s leading entertainers have 
been known for their antihomo- 
sexual lyrics to the disgust of 
people who are not gays.

The gays are discouraging 
patronage of the island's exports - 
particularly Red Stripe. They are 
also dissuading Americans from 
holidaying in Jamaica.

Tourism is one of the island's 
foreign exchange gold mines. 

While we are in support of 
people’s rights, I think the gays 
are taking their protest too far 
and if they succeed could affect 
the homosexual population in 
Jamaica as well. 

The poor showing of the 
Jamaican economy with high 
unemployment and low produc- 
tivity is a major contributor to the 
spiraling crime problem that 
affects everybody including gay 
people. 

The Jamaica Forum for 
Lesbians, All-sexual and Gays (J- 
FIAG) also deplored the boycott, 
particularly because Red Stripe 
had withdrawn support from 
entertainers’ -particularly of the 
dancehall genre - which promot- 
ed violence against gays. 

Over the years Jamaicans 
have been very tolerant of gays to 
the extent that J-FLAG was 


established and several well- 
known prominent figures are 
gays, yet nobody attacked or 
abused them. 

A boycott of Jamaican prod- 
ucts is a cheap and ill-conceived 
method that is taking advantage 
of people in a poor, struggling 
economy. 

China, India and the oil-pro- 
ducing countries have more strin- 
gent laws against gays, yet we 
are not hearing a boycott of those 
countries products. 

The gays should consider a 
boycott of the oil from Saudi 
Arabia and the wide range of 
consumer products from China 
before attacking small fish like 
Jamaica. 

The focus should be on edu- 
cating people to show respect and 
toleraance for each other and not 
to hurt an entire population of 
people.

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Medical Conduct 
Board Revokes 
License of Staten 
Island Internist 


The New York State Board for Professional 
Medical Conduct has revoked the license 
of a Staten [sland internist, prohibiting him 
from practicing medicine in New York 
State. The board also assessed a fine of 
$50,000. 

The State Board determined that Dr. 
Yury Patin, 54, billed insurance companies 
for unnecessary and excessive medical 
tests for seven patients. He also billed for 
services that were never rendered to the 
patients. 

In the decision, the board found Dr. 
Patin guilty of negligence on more than 
one occasion, incompetence on more than 
one occasion, fraudulent practice, filing 
false reports, ordering unwarranted tests 
and/or treatment, practicing the profession 
with moral unfitness, and failure to main- 
tain records. 

The license revocation decision fol- 
lowed a six-day hearing before a hearing 
committee of the Board for Professional 
Medical Conduct, comprised of two physi- 
cians and a lay person. During the course 
of the hearing, Dr. Patin and the state had 
the opportunity to offer evidence and pre- 
sent witnesses. 

The Board for Professional Medical 
Conduct, comprised of some 200 physi- 
cians and lay members, is responsible for 
adjudicating charges of misconduct.

Brooklyn Man Charged With 
Dismembering Woman's Body 


Brooklyn man faces murder and 

criminal possession of a weapon 
charges in connection with the dismem- 
berment of a woman. 

Police say when they responded to a 
911 call from 53-year-old Saleh AI- 
Muwallad Sunday night, they found the 
dismembered body of a woman inside a 
Coney Island home. 

Police say he told them he had been 
drinking and killed someone. 

Al-Muwallad was then taken into 
custody and given a psychiatric evalua- 
tion. 


Family and friends have identified 
the woman as 27-year-old Jessica Giudici. 
They say Al-Muwallad is a Livery driver 
who used to pick her up all the time and 
may have been infatuated with her. "She 
was a loving person. She was my best 
friend. She was her mother's best friend, 
her backbone. She helped out everyone. 
She was there for everybody. She hurt no 
one. She was always laughing. She was 
loving and giving. She would give you the 
world if she had it," said Michelle Cooper, 
a friend of Giudici's. 

The medical examiner is working to deter- 
mine the exact cause of death.

Police released photos of three tattoos 
on the body, including one on the chest 
that shows a red rose with the name 
Alejandro.

Shows a heart, arrow and cross with the 
letter "B." One on the upper back shows a 
skull with the word "cannabis". 

A fourth tattoo with the name "archi" 
was also found on the left wrist.

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NY Man Accused 
of Obtaining $5M 


in Fraudulent Sale 


A Manhattan resident, Mark M. Benun, 
35, was arrested recently on a criminal 
complaint charging him with interstate 
transportation of a portion of the proceeds 
from the fraudulent sale for more than $5 
million of a building at 161st Street in the 
Bronx. Benun was arrested this morning at 
his Manhattan home by agents of the FBI. 

According to the criminal Complaint 
unsealed in Manhattan federal court: In 
June 2006, Benun and another individual 
purchased the commercial property locat- 
ed at 67-79 E. 161st Street for approxi- 
mately $9.5 million. Payment was made 
with $4.5 million in cash, contributed by 
Benun’s co-purchaser, plus a $5 million 
mortgage in favor of the seller to be paid 
by Benun and his co-purchaser. 

Benun and his co-purchaser later 
obtained an additional $700,000 mortgage 
from the seller; Benun additionally 
obtained a $2 million loan from a bank, 
guaranteed by his co-purchaser and 
secured by a further mortgage on the prop- 
erty. Benun had a 25% interest in the prop- 
erty, and his co-purchaser held the remain- 
ing 75%. 

In February 2009 Benun, purporting 
to be the sole owner of the property, sold it 
for approximately $5.96 million to anoth- 
er buyer, who paid $4 million in cash and 
gave Benun a note for the remaining $1.96 
million. Shortly after the sale Benun sold 
the note, discounted, for $1.46 million. To 
establish his apparent sole ownership of 
the building, Benun created false satisfac- 
tions of the three mortgages on the proper- 
ty, and a fraudulent transfer of ownership 
of his co-purchaser’s 75% interest in the 
property to him. 

Benun persuaded a notary who works 
across the hall from him to notarize the 
forgeries, claiming that the individuals 
whose signatures were on the documents, 
were stuck in traffic. Funds from the sale 
were traced to an account in the name of 
Benun’s company, MBM1 Owners LLC. 
Approximately $150,000 of those funds 
have been identified as being wired from 
MBM1’s New York account to accounts 
out of state. 

Benun is charged with one count of 
interstate transportation of stolen property, 
which carries a maximum sentence of ten 
years in prison and a fine of the greater of 
$250,000, or twice the gross gain or loss 
resulting from the crime. 
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Police Officers 
Charged With Rape 
in Manhattan 


Two police officers surrendered to author- 
ities this morning and have been charged 
in connection with the alleged rape of a 
Manhattan woman last December. 

Officers Franklin Mata, 27, and 
Kenneth Marino, 41, have been indicted 
on charges of rape, burglary, and official 
misconduct. 

Marino faces an additional charge of 
heroine possession that was allegedly 
found in his locker. 

Their lawyers say they will plead not 
guilty when they are arraigned this after- 
noon. 

The officers were said to be respond- 
ing to a 911 call from a taxi driver, who 
said a woman got sick in his cab and did 
not have the fare. 

Investigators reportedly obtained 
surveillance footage showing the officers, 
in uniform, escorting the woman into her 
East Village home, and then returning to 
the building two more times -- once for 17 
minutes and another time for 34 minutes. 

"The investigation further revealed 
that while in the apartment, Moreno had 
sexual intercourse with a physically-help- 
less victim," said Manhattan District 
Attorney Robert Morgenthau, "as she laid 
down on her bed having previously vom- 
ited multiple times. 

Marino was assisted in doing so by 
his partner Mata." If convicted, they could 
get up to 25 years in prison. 


Foreclosure Activity 


Drops in New York 


Suffolk County Replaced 
Queens as Hardest Hit County 


The New York State Banking Department 
and RealtyTrac® released New York 
county-level foreclosure statistics for the 
first quarter ending March 31, 2009. 

According to RealtyTrac there were 
foreclosure filings on 11,017 properties in 
New York during the first quarter, repre- 
senting a 23% decrease compared to the 
first quarter of last year and a 32% 
increase over the previous quarter. 

The 23% decrease year over year, 
compares very favorably to the national 
24% increase, demonstrating the success 
of the state's diverse foreclosure preven- 
tion efforts. However, the 32% increase 
over the previous quarter is well above 
the national increase of 9%. 

One of the primary factors driving 
the 32% increase in the quarter over quar- 
ter comparison was an 80% increase in lis 
pendens filings, which is one of the first 
steps in the foreclosure process. 

The Banking Department and 
RealtyTrac were anticipating an increase 
in lis pendens as a result of the state’s new 
legislation, which went into effect in 
September 2008, and required a 90-day 
pre-foreclosure waiting period. The legis- 
lation resulted in a sharp decrease in New 
York foreclosure activity in the fourth 
quarter of 2008, and the first quarter of 
2009 numbers represent a bounce from 
the fourth quarter lows but are still sub- 
stantially below year-ago levels. 


Total Infected With Swine Flu 
Hits 91, Number Expected To Grow 


orldwide the total number of con- 

firmed swine flu cases are 91. In 
New York City the number of confirmed 
cases are 51 and that number is expected to 
grow, the mayor said today, but almost all 
of the cases are mild and everyone is recov- 
ering. 

The New York State Health 
Department has set up a 24-hour, toll-free 
hotline to answer questions about the ill- 
ness. The number is 1-800-808-1987. 

At St. Francis Prep High School in 
Fresh Meadows, Queens, Health 
Commissioner Thomas Frieden says hun- 
dreds of students are believed to have 
symptoms similar to swine flu, but it will 
not test all of the students, only the ones 
with severe symptoms. 

The school, which will remain closed 
again tomorrow, is where the first cases 
were reported last week after a class trip to 
Mexico. It is the greatest cluster of the ill- 
ness in the United States. 

Frieden says the flu, which has killed 
more than 150 in Mexico, is relatively mild 
in the city and is spreading no differently 
than the typical flu. 

Additionally, Mayor Michael 
Bloomberg said there are five new probable

cases. One of those cases is related to St. 
Francis. 

Two cases are unrelated to the St. 
Francis community. 

Among those is a two-year-old Bronx 
boy who has been hospitalized. A woman 
who was hospitalized in Brooklyn is also 
suspected of having swine flu. Both are 
now recovering. 

Another cluster of the disease is sus- 
pected at PS. 177 on 188th Street, located 
not far from St. Francis Prep. 

According to Bloomberg, 82 students 
have called in sick, 11 with documented 
high fever, from the special needs school. 
One student at the school has two siblings 
at St. Francis. 

The mayor said he would not be sur- 
prised if they all tested positive, but it 
should not matter because none of the cases 
are severe. 

Three adults, including the school's 
assistant principal, were also sent home. 
The assistant principal tested negative for 
swine flu. 

"Many of our children don't speak 
[because they are autistic]," said the 
school's United Federation of Teachers rep- 
resentative Shernice Blackman. "So if 
they're not feeling well, teachers are always 


watching them for cues of lethargy. It 
makes it a little bit more difficult... . Our 
nurse was on rollerskates yesterday." 

Students were sent home wth a letter 
today saying the school would be closed on 
Wednesday. 

The mayor and health commissioner 
say Ascension School in Manhattan is also 
being investigated as a swine flu cluster. 

During a news conference today, 
Governor David Paterson and state health 
officials said they are working to contain 
the virus and that all cases so far have been 
mild with quick recovery times. 

They stressed people should go about 
their daily lives. "I would just like to assure 
all New Yorkers that we are taking every 
step we can possibly imagine to contain 
this virus and to keep our public safety 
foremost in mind," the governor said. "This 
is not a time for alarm. But it is a time to be 
alert." 

Anyone with possible symptoms is 
urged to contact medical professionals and 
restrict contact with others. 

Richard Besser, the acting director for 
the Centers for Disease Control, says as 
with any widespread virus he fully expects 
to see deaths.

He was 
apparently kidnapped while awaiting 
transport at the Piarco International 
Airport Friday night. Investigations are 
continuing into Miller’s whereabouts. 

His father and his girlfriend were 
robbed at their home and tied up. Police 
reports state two men have so far been 
nabbed in connection with the robbery and 
hostage of 44-year-old Lennox Miller and

Caribbean Nations 
Spend Big On 
Lobbying Fees 


CaribWorldNews, WASHINGTON, D.C., 
hen it comes to lobbying the U.S. 
government, several Caribbean 
nations continue to pay big money to D.C. 
companies to push their individual agen- 
das, CaribWorldNews has ascertained. 

As several congressional members 
and the White House has vowed to clamp 
down on U.S. financial companies who 
set up off-shore corporations in Caribbean 
tax havens, lobbyists are being paid big 
bucks to ‘lobby, according to the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act reports, released 
by the U.S. Justice Department and ana- 
lyzed by CWNN. 

The latest report available for 2008 
shows that overall for those Caribbean 
nations reporting, some two million dol- 
lars was spent in lobbying fees for the very 
first few months of 2008 alone. The 
Bahamas Government leads the way when 
it comes to shelling out for lobbyists. The 
country alone paid US$1,141,693.75 to 
CMGRIP, Inc., a D.C.-based company, for 
lobbying and to help develop and execute 
tourism promotions for the islands. That 
fee was just for a six-month period ending 
June 30, 2008. 

The Government of the Republic of 
Trinidad & Tobago followed behind, pay- 
ing $650,000.00 for the six-month period 
ending February 29, 2008 to AGA Group, 
LLC of D.C. The service request? To con- 
tact U.S. Government officials, members 
of Congress and congressional staffers to 
discuss restorations of benefits under 
Article 98, non-NATO member ally status, 
bilateral trade, military assistance and 
energy security, according to the FARA 
Report. 

Bermuda spent $177,678.59 for the 
six-month period ending April 30, 2008 
with Levine & Company of Bethesda, 
Maryland to “monitor congressional and 
executive branch activity in the area of 
investments and tax policy.” 

The registrant also met with various 
members of Congress and congressional 
staffers to discuss Bermuda-U.S. relation- 
ship, as well as investment and tax policy 
legislation, according to the FARA filing. 

Bermudas government also paid 
Darlene Richeson & Associates, LLC of 
Woodbine, Maryland, $53,809.18 for the 
six-month period ending January 31, 2008 
to advocate investment and tax policy and 
to work to improve relationships between 
the United States and Bermuda and repre- 
sent “the foreign principal before 
Congress.” 

Barbados, a haven for off-shore finan- 
cial companies, paid up $107,070.91 for 
the six-month period ending February 29, 
2008 to another D.C. firm, Berliner 
Corcoran & Rowe, LLP. That fee was, 
according to the FARA report, for “the 
registrant to monitor proposed U.S. legis- 
lation targeting tax havens and U.S. 
responses to the World Trade 
Organization's decision on Internet gam- 
bling.”

Transportation Authority board is 
meeting last Wednesday, two 
days after the agency announced 
its budget deficit has ballooned 
beyond its $1.2 billion projection.

The MTA is already laying 
the groundwork for layoffs, send- 
ing letters to union leaders about 
the first round of job cuts.

The agency said this week 
that even after this round of cuts 
and fare hikes, it will still face a 
$621 million deficit this year. 

In this first round of layoffs, 
set for two months from now, the 
MTA plans to cut 350 bus opera- 
tors, 100 bus maintainers, and 30 
subway station supervisors.

US dominates at Penn Relays 
as sore leg slows Powell 


S athletes salvaged some pride as they 

put Olympic errors behind them to 
dominate the USA v. Rest of the World 
relay events at the Penn Relays athletics 
meeting. 

The United States won four of the six 
events - triumphing in both the men's and 
women's 4x100m and 4x400m races. 

There was special happiness for the 
United States in the 4x100 events, the cen- 
ter of major discontent after both the men's 
and women's Olympic teams blew baton 
passes to crash out of the Beijing Olympic 
Games. 

"Main thing was just to get the stick 
around the track," said Shawn Crawford, 
the 2004 Olympic 200-meter champion 
who ran the third leg on this team. Being 
we are the US on home turf, I felt like this 
was wat. 

"We couldn't let anybody else come in 
here and take the victory from us." 

Walter Dix, Travis Padgett, Crawford 
and Darvis Patton won the 4x100m in 
37.92sec, but the anticipated duel with 
Jamaica evaporated as former 100m world 
record-holder Asafa Powell, who anchored 
a world record-setting squad in Beijing, 
eased up 80m from the finish with a tender 
left leg he has been nursing this spring. 

Dwight Thomas, Michael Frater and 
Nesta Carter had put Jamaica in second 
place, but Powell labored home ninth in 
41 .24sec. 

Lauryn Williams, Allyson Felix, 
Mechelle Lewis and Camelita Jeter won 
the women's 4x100m in 42.40sec, with 
Jamaica's Brigette Foster-Hylton, Sheri- 
Ann Brooks, Kerron Stewart and Shelly- 
Ann Fraser second in 42.77. 

"We (American men and women) just 
wanted to forget about '08 and go into '09," 
said Jeter. "We want it. We're hungry right 
now." 

Team USA also swept the 4x400 
relays, while Jamaica set a world best in 
winning the women's sprint medley relay, 
and Kenya won the men's distance medley. 

Jamaica's Sheri-Ann Brooks, 


Rosemarie Whyte, Moya Thompson and 
Kenia Sinclair posted the best time ever 
recorded - 3:34.56 - in the little-run sprint 
medley consisting of legs of 200m-200m- 
400m-800m. 

Sinclair, running a 1:57.43 800 meters, 
ran away from Russia's Maria Savinova to 
win it decisively, and top the previous best- 
ever of 3:37.16 by a 2006 US team in the 
nonworld record event. 





Powell, Fraser 
Added To 2009 
Reebok Grand Prix

amaican Olympians and sprint stars 
Asafa Powell and Shelly-Ann Fraser 

along with Kenyan distance specialist 
Micah Kogo, along with America’s pole 
vault standout Jenn Stuczynski and top 
sprinter Allyson Felix, will compete at the 
2009 Reebok Grand Prix, organizers 
announced on Tuesday. 

Considered one of the premier out- 
door invitational meetings, the Reebok 
Grand Prix is the fourth stop of the USA 
Track & Field’s Visa Championship 
Series and will be held at 3:00 pm. on 
Saturday, May 30, 2009, at the Icahn 
Stadium on Randall’s Island, New York 
City. 

Jamaica’s Powell, 26, held the 100- 
meter world record from June 2005 to 
May 2008 and has consistently broken 
the 10 second barrier in competition 
while running under 9.80 more times than 
all other sprinters combined. The two- 
time Olympian won a gold medal and 
broke the world record in the 4x100m 
Relay as the anchor of the Jamaican team 
in Beijing. 

Powell’s teammate, Shelly-Ann 
Fraser, became the first Jamaican woman 
in history to win an Olympic gold medal 
in the 100 meter dash when she bested her 
fellow country women at the 2008 
Beijing Olympics. Fraser's winning time 
of 10.78 seconds was a personal best and 
0.20 seconds faster than her Jamaican 
teammates. 
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LEGAL ISSUES 
Alien Relative Visa FAQ 


1.1. am a US. Citizen, how do I help my 
relative become a U.S. Permanent 
Resident? 


As a citizen of the United States, you may 
help a relative become a lawful permanent 
resident of the United States by obtaining 
what is often referred to as a "green card". 
To do so, you need to sponsor your relative 
and be able to prove that you have enough 
income or assets to support your relative(s) 
when they come to the United States. 

You begin the process by filing Form I- 
130, Petition for Alien Relative. This form 
establishes the family relationship that 
exists between you and your relative. 
Sometimes the I-130 can be filed together 
with an application for permanent residence 
(Form 1-485, Application to Register 
Permanent Residence or Adjust Status). 


2. Which relatives may I petition for? 


A USS. citizen can file a petition for the fol- 
lowing relatives: Husband or wife; 
Children, married or unmarried. 

A USS. citizen who is at least 21 years 
or older may also petition for the following 
relatives: Parents; Brothers or sisters. 

When you submit your petition, you are 
required to provide evidence to prove your 
relationship to the person for whom you are 
filing. 


3. What does the petition do for my rela- 
tive? 


Filing a Form I-130 and proving a qualify- 
ing relationship gives your relative a place 
in line with others waiting to immigrate 
from the same country or region based on 
the same type of relationship. When your 
relative reaches the front of the line, he or 
she may be eligible to immigrate after pass- 
ing the required background checks and 
meeting the requirements for admission. 

For example: You file a petition for 
your unmarried son over 21 years of age. If 
USCIS approves it, your petition gives him 
a place in line with people from the same 
country category who are also unmarried 
sons or daughters over the age of 21 of U.S. 
citizens. 

Your relative's place in line will be 
based on the date you file your petition. So 
there is an advantage to filing as soon as 
possible. There is no waiting period for 
immediate relatives of U.S. citizens, which 
include a U.S. citizen's spouse, parent, or 
unmarried child under 21 years of age. 


4. What about my relative's family? 


In most cases, when your relative reaches 
the front of the line, your relative's spouse 
and unmarried children under 21 years of 
age can join him or her by also applying for 
an immigrant visa. (If the family member is 
already in the United States, he or she may 


be able to file a Form I-485 application to 
adjust status based on the relative's 
approved visa petition). 

For example: You file a petition for 
your married daughter. You cannot directly 
petition for her husband and children. 
However, when your daughter's place in line 
allows her to apply for a green card, her hus- 
band and children can apply for immigrant 
visas at the same time with your daughter. 

Asa USS. citizen, you must file a sepa- 
rate petition for each one of your direct rel- 
atives, including your own children. 

For example: To sponsor your mother 
and father, file a separate petition for each. 
If they have other children - your brothers 
and sisters - file a separate petition for each 
of them. Visas are immediately available for 
mothers and fathers of U.S. citizens, but 
visas are not immediately available for 
brothers and sisters of U.S. citizens; there- 
fore, they will have to wait for visa avail- 
ability. 

For example: You marry someone with 
a child. The child will usually qualify as 
your stepchild if he or she was unmarried 
and under 18 years of age at the time of your 
marriage. In this example, you are required 
to file two petitions: one petition for your 
wife and another for the child. 


5. After I file, how long will it take before 
my relative can immigrate? 


The law gives special consideration to 
immediate relatives of U.S. citizens, which 
includes a U.S. citizen's spouse, unmarried 
children under 21 years of age, and parents. 

There is no waiting list to immigrate 
these relatives. 

The U.S. Department of State will 
invite them to apply for an immigrant visa 
as soon as USCIS approves your I-130 peti- 
tion. 

If your petition has been approved, and 
your relatives are currently in the United 
States after making a legal entry (and they 
meet certain other requirements), they may 
be able to file applications with USCIS to 
adjust to permanent resident status. 

For other relatives, the combination of 
high demand and the limits set by law on 
how many people can immigrate each year 
means your relative may have to wait sever- 
al years "in line" while petitions that were 
filed before theirs are processed. When your 
relative reaches the "front of the line", the 
U.S. Department of State contacts your rel- 
ative and invites him or her to apply for an 
immigrant visa. 

Current wait times for visa categories 
are available under "Visa Bulletins" on the 
State Department's website at 
www.travel.state.gov/visa. 
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Usain Bolt survives car crash 


OLYMPIC sprint sensation Usain Bolt 
has survived a car accident in Jamaica 
which was caused because the world 
record-holder was going too fast. 

Police Sgt David Sheriff said Bolt 
and his female passenger were taken to a 
hospital in Spanish Town but neither was 
seriously injured. 

Sheriff said Bolt was speeding on a 
rain-slicked highway when he lost con- 
trol of the BMW M3 and it went off the 
road. 

Bolt's manager, Norman Peart, said 
the runner sustained nothing worse than 
scratches from thorn bushes when he 
stepped out of the car on the side of the 
road. 

"We are very relieved he's okay," 
Peart said. "Everybody is fine." Bolt 
won the 100m and 200m at the Beijing 
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Olympics and was part of the Jamaica 
team that won the 4x100 relay. 

All three races were won in world 
record times. 

Meanwhile, Bolt will compete in the 
100m at a meeting in Ostrava, Czech 
Republic on June 17. 

"Our dream is that he will have a go 
at the world record (9.69sec)," event 
director Jan Zelezny, the former Javelin 
Olympic champion told a press confer- 
ence on Wednesday. 

Bolt, 22, has competed at Ostrava 
twice, in 2006 and 2008, winning last 
year's 200m in 19.83sec. 

The Ostrava event hopes to become 
part of the Diamond League, a series of 
12 athletics meetings that will replace the 
Golden League.

Our Children Need Help

Sr 1992, I have been 
tutoring children both in 
my home and the homes of 
children. 

I provide this service for 
pay and also for free. 
Simultaneously, I also pro- 
vide my service as a soccer 
coach through the Bronx 
Soccer Youth League 
(BYSL). 

So for roughly seventeen 
years, I have been working 
with children in New York 
City. Before that, I have spent 
many years in Jamaica lead- 
ing youth clubs, soccer teams 
and tutoring children. 

However, with all those 
years of experience working 
with children, I think we are 
seeing the worst fashion of 
dress that is being worn by 
our children — both boys and 
girls. This is the wearing of 
supersize trousers below the 
butt, and dragging on the 
ground. 

We all understand that it 
is an exhibition of the style of 
clothing in prison. When 
prisoners are given clothing 
there is no time to select the 
right size, and they are not 
given any belt to hold the 
trousers to their waists. So 
parents, why are you allow- 
ing your children to dress in 
this manner and go on the 
streets, and worst go to 
school. Principals, why do 
you allow children to come in 
the schools dressed in this 
fashion. 

In my opinion, it is very 
clear that within a vast major- 
ity of the communities the 
education system in New 


York City is not designed to 
cultivate young, bright, 
decent children who will be 
the leaders of tomorrow. 

What I see is a multitude 
up of unintelligent, ignorant 
generation of children that 
are lining up to go to prison. 

There is a direct rela- 
tionship between the dropout 
rate and the amount of pris- 
ons being built upstate, and 
also the jobs creation in the 
corrections system. 

Parents, please open 
your eyes. When your chil- 
dren are dressed like this they 
won’t learn. Then you are an 
active participant in sending 
your children to prison. 
Parents, you work the money, 
do not allow your children to 
convince you to buy these 
clothes. 

For the young adults 
who earn their own money, I 
am appealing to you. Stop 
wearing this clothing — you 
look very indecent and slop- 
py. Our communities are 
already in bad shape. Your 
indecent dressing only make 
sus much worse. 

Then there are the grown 
men, in their forties and 
fifties, they look real stupid 
with their trousers below 
their butts. Their gray hairs 
did not bring any wisdom for 
them. 

I am reaching out to all 
the community activists, par- 
ents, teachers, pastors, radio 
announcers. We are slowly 
destroying ourselves’ by 
drugs, violence, alcohol and 
now by the clothes we wear.

SUICIDE PREVENTION 
AND OUR YOUTH 


Suicide is the second or third leading 
cause of death for teens in the United 
States, depending on the state or county in 
which they reside. Western states have the 
highest incidence of suicide. In the most 
recently available statistics, Alaska had 
the highest suicide rate and Hawaii the 
lowest for the age group of 15- to 24-year- 
olds. 

The incidence of suicide has 
remained relatively constant for the high 
school population over the years. A survey 
completed by the Center for Disease 
Control (CDC) in 2007 showed that 
28.5% of the 15,000 students surveyed 
nationwide, reported feeling sad or hope- 
less, 11.3% had made a suicide plan, and 
6.9% had made a suicide attempt within 
the last year (parents and other adults 
often have no idea that a child has made an 
attempt). 

The latest available information for 
the middle school population indicates 
that the suicide rate has increased by 
approximately 100% in the last decade, 
especially death by hanging. 

Although the CDC’s results indicate 
that large numbers of youth are at risk, it is 
extremely difficult to identify specific 
individuals. Cultural, gender, and devel- 
opmental factors are all important in deter- 
mining risk. The following include com- 
mon markers of increased suicide risk: 
¢ Childhood maltreatment; Problematic 
family relations; Peer problems; 
¢ Socioeconomic problems; 
eFamily history of suicide; History of 
bullying and victimization; Parental psy- 
chopathology; and Legal and/or disci- 
pline problems. 

It is important for parents to recog- 
nize warning signs ahead of time so that 
kids who might be suicidal can get the 
help they need. Keep a close eye on a teen 
who seems depressed and withdrawn. 
Poor grades, for example, may signal that 
your teen is withdrawing at school. 

It is also crucial to keep lines of com- 
munication open and express your con- 
cern, support, and love. If your teen con- 
fides in you, show that you take those con- 
cerns seriously. A fight with a friend might 
not seem like a big deal to you in the larg- 
er scheme of things, but for a teen it can be 
overwhelming and intense. It is important 
not to minimize or ignore what your teen 
is going through, as this can increase his 
or her sense of hopelessness. 

If your teen doesn't feel comfortable 
talking with you, suggest a more neutral 
person, such as another relative, a clergy 
member, a mental health specialist, a 
school counselor, or your child's doctor.

Response Unit as a kind of "online 911" 
Where consumers and small business 
owners can figure out whether they've 
been hacked, and to take the first steps to 
connect with law enforcement once they 
know a crime has been committed. 

The site helps victims triage any 
common computer problems. For exam- 
ple, it can tell them what to do if they've 
opened an attachment that they now think 
may have been malicious, or if they're 
worried that their child may be talking to 
a predator online. 

Complaints about Internet-related 
crime spiked 33 percent last year, accord- 
ing to the U.S. Federal Bureau of 
Investigation's (FBI's) Internet Crime 
Complaint Center. 

In the U.S., state, local and federal 
authorities, including the FBI or the US. 
Secret Service, can prosecute online 
crimes and victims are often unsure what 
to do after they've been victimized.

Couples Learn Divorce

Dear Divine Diva: 

After reading the letter from "Married?

It 
happens more than people would like to 
think. I have worked for more than15 
years on a divorce court staff, and I 
would advise all divorced people -- male 
and female -- to request a certified copy 
of their divorce decree. This official doc- 
ument is available from the courthouse 
in which they were divorced. 

I know of at least two instances 
where the lawyers failed to submit the 
decree of divorce to the judge. It was 
only discovered more than a decade 
later. In the first instance, as part of the 
property settlement, the husband was 
going to buy out his ex-wife's interest in 
the former marital home. The provision 
was triggered by the youngest child turn- 
ing 18. 

The mortgage company needed a 
copy of the divorce decree to refinance 
the mortgage. Surprise, both the husband 
and wife had remarried! They had to go 


through another divorce proceeding. (It 
was probably more amicable than the 
first.) But they were humiliated, not to 
mention furious at the attorney. 

Then they had to "remarry" their 
current spouses. The second incident was 
very sad. The parties' son was killed in 
an accident. In the process of filing a 
wrongful death action, a copy of their 
divorce decree was needed. That's when 
they learned their case had been dis- 
missed for "failure to prosecute." Again, 
the attorney had not filed the judgment, 
even though the parties had appeared in 
court and testified. 

If you got a divorce and do not have 
a certified copy of their divorce decree, 
get one now. Having a copy of the decree 
is the cheapest insurance they'll ever get.

Swine Flu Q and A By Bina Venkataraman, Globe Correspondent 





Q. How do people catch the swine flu? 


A. Public health officials believe the swine 
influenza A (H1N1) virus is spreading the way 
that the seasonal flu spreads every year -- when 
people infected with the flu cough or sneeze 
and others breathe in airborne droplets contain- 
ing the virus. People may also be getting swine 
flu from touching surfaces such as doorknobs 
contaminated with the virus and then touching 
their face or mouth. Infected people can spread 
the flu before they have symptoms, as well as 
while they are sick. 


Q. How can I protect myself and my family 
from swine flu? 


A. Wash your hands frequently with soap and 
water. Also, you should get plenty of sleep, 
exercise, manage your stress, eat healthy food, 
and drink plenty of water. Avoid close interac- 
tions with people who are sick and try not to 
touch surfaces that could be contaminated with 
the virus. Avoid touching your nose, eyes, or 
mouth. 


Q. Does hand sanitizer work if I can’t wash 
my hands? 


A. Doctors advise using sanitizing wipes and 
alcohol-based gels when you do not have 
access to soap, water, and a sink. If you use a 
gel, rub your hands until it dries. It’s preferable 
to wash your hands. 


Q. Should I wear a mask to keep from catch- 
ing or spreading swine flu? 


A. Officials are not recommending that people 
wear a mask in public places in the United 
States at this time. Medical professionals treat- 
ing people suspected to have swine flu are 


being advised to take the usual precaustions for 
treating people with infectious diseases, includ- 
ing wearing surgical masks. 


Q. What are the symptoms of swine flu? 


A. They are similar to symptoms of the regular 
seasonal flu, and include fever, cough, sore 
throat, body aches, headaches, chills, and 
fatigue. Some people who have gotten the 
swine flu have had diarrhea, nausea, and vom- 
iting. 


Q. What should I do if I get sick? 


A. If you are sick with flu symptoms, stay 
home from work or school and limit contact 
with others. Cover your mouth and nose with a 
tissue when you cough or sneeze and wash 
your hands after each time you cough or 
sneeze. If you are sick and have traveled to or 
live in areas where swine flu cases have been 
identified, you may want to contact your pri- 
mary care provider for advice about possible 
treatment or testing. Two anti-viral drugs, 
Tamiflu and Relenza, can reduce the severity 
and duration of illness from swine flu only if 
taken within two days of symptoms appearing. 


Q. What is the test for swine flu, and how 
long does it take to get the results? 


A. A sample from your throat or material that 
you cough up can be taken by a doctor, and 
then submitted for initial genetic fingerprinting 
to a state laboratory, a test that takes 2 to 4 
hours. If this test rules out more routine flu 
strains, the sample is sent for more detailed 
analysis by the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention in Atlanta to see whether it matches 
the new swine flu strain. To expedite testing, 
federal authorities are preparing to send state 
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labs kits to test specifically for swine flu. 
Q. How sick can people get from swine flu? 


A. More than 100 deaths associated with swine 
flu have been reported in Mexico, while most 
of the people diagnosed with this new strain in 
the United States have had milder cases. 
Because the overall number of people infected 
with the virus is unknown, public health offi- 
cials do not yet know what percentage of 
infected people will become seriously ill or die. 


Q. Is there a vaccine? 


A. No vaccine exists to protect humans from 
the current swine flu, but the federal govern- 
ment is taking initial steps to prepare for poten- 
tial production of a swine flu vaccine. The sea- 
sonal flu vaccine available this year is not 
believed to be effective at warding off swine 
flu, and it's unlikely that people vaccinated 
against the 1976 swine flu strain are protected 
against this new strain. 


Q. Is it safe to eat pork? 


A. Yes, as long as it is properly cooked and 
handled. You cannot get swine flu from eating 
pork products. 


Q. Can my dog or cat catch swine flu? 


A. At this point, it’s unlikely. But viruses can 
change and veterinarians warn that transmis- 
sion to pets could occur at some point.

Capital Association www.nvca.org lists 
information on venture capital firms across 
the country and provides contact informa- 
tion for your state’s chapter. Venture capital- 
ists invest millions of dollars often to tech- 
nology related firms. Also consider “Angel 
investors” who are wealthy individuals that 
want to invest in a new business venture. 
Networking and a bit of research may pro- 
vide you with a list of contacts. 


Family and Friends. 

One of the most common 
resources for small business start-ups are 
the people closest to you. While asking your 
family and friends for a loan or investment 
in your startup may be uncomfortable, it 
may be a very wise investment on their part 
and an economical option for you with 
lower interest rates.

Additionally, if your 
business is a non-profit then you can apply 
for a grant from corporate giving programs, 
state and federal government and founda- 


tions. You must be a 501 (c) 3 status with 
the IRS (Internal Revenue Service). For 
more information on these non-profit 
opportunities visit the Small Business 
Association website at www.sba.gov. 


Online Resources. 
Check out potential small business loans 
online. For example, Prosper.com 
(www.prosper.com) matches people who 
need to borrow up to $25,000 with people 
who are willing to lend the money for inter- 








est rates up to 29 percent. Eloan

source of small business loans.
